By  an  act,  passed  July  2.  1862,  Con- 
gress donated  to  each  state  and  Ter- 
ritory 30,000  acres  of  public  land  or 
land  scrip  to  that  amount,  for  each 
Senator  and  Representative  in  Con- 
gress to  which  the  state  or  territory 
was  entitled  by  the  census  ol 
1S60  to  enable  it  to  endow 
and  maintain  at  least  one  college, 
where  the  leading  object  should  be 
without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies  and  military  tactics 
to  teach  the  principles  and  applica- 
tions of  science  as  related  to  agricul- 
ture and  the  mechanic  arts.in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  in- 
struction of  the  industrial  classes  in 
the  several -pursuits   and  professions 

of  lite." 

\  state  taking  advantage  of  the  act, 
was  required  to  provide,  within  five 
years  from  its  passage,  at  least  one 
college,  or  the  grant  Jailed  and  the 
state  required  to  refund.  The  act 
also  excluded  from  its  benefits,  every 
state  engaged  "in  rebellion  or  insur- 
rection, while  so  engaged." 

Under  this  act,  Alabama  became 
entitled  to  24,000  acres  of  land,  but 
being  at  that  time  engaged  in  war 
with  the  United  States,  was,  for  the 
while  excluded  from  its  benefits;  and 
nearly  three  years  of  ihe  five  allowed, 
expired  before  peace  was  restored. 

By  an  act  passed  July  23,  1866. 
Congress  extended  the  time  within 
which  the  state  might  complv  with  the 
provisions  of  the  original  act,  giving 
the  states  three  years  from  the  passage 
of  the  latter  act  within  which  to  file 
an  acceptance  of  thebepef^s  of  the 
act  of  1862,  and  five  yearf  from  the 
filing  of  such  acceptance  within  'which 
to  establish  the  necessary  college  or 
colleges. 

On  December  31, 1868,  the  General 
Assembly  of  Alabama  accepted  the 
national  grant,  which  in  this  act  was 
land  s^rip  amounting  to  240,000  acres 
which  when    sold,    realized    S253.500. 

This  sum  is  invested  in  State  bonds 
bearing  eight  per  cent  which  rate  is 
guaranteed  as  perpetual  making  the 
permanent  annual  income,  tor  strictly 
collegeate  purposes,  $20,280.  No 
part  of  the  capital  or  interest  is 
allowed  to  be  used  in  the  purchase, 
erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of 
any  building,  cr  ♦buildings,  but  ten 
per  cent  of  the  capital  may  be  used 
tor  the  purpose  of  sites  and  experi- 
ment farms. 

Owing,  however  to  the  demoraliza- 
tion incident  to  the  civil  war.  and  the 
subsequent  period  of  reconstruction. 
the  national  grant  was  nof  utilized 
by  the  state  of  Alabama  until 
February  26,  1872,  when  the 
Legislature  established  and  incorpo- 
rated the  college  pursuant  to  the 
Federal  act. 

The  congressional  Act  forbidding 
the  use  of  the  endowment  fund  for 
building  purposes,  and  the  state 
treasury  being  depleted  in  h.Sjz.  the 
legislature  was  forced  to  offer  the 
location  of  the  college  to  the  com- 
munity making  the  most  liberal  bid  in 
buildings  or  money. 

Three  places,  madfl^  offer  for.  it. 
Florence,  Birmingham  and  Auburn.

P.  Harrison,  Commandant  and 
Professor  of  Military  science.  To 
this  first  Board  of  Trustees  and  faculty 
the  college  of  today  owes  its  great 
stability  for  the  reason  that,  for  the 
first  twelve  years,  owing  to  the  times, 
and  the  fact  that  an  equipment  for 
technical  instruction  was  expensive 
they  succeeded  in  keeping  the  college 
alive  when  not  a  dollar  was  appro- 
priated by  the  state  tor  scientific  pur- 
poses. Only  incidental  fees,  and  at 
first,  tuition  were  available.  During 
this  period  there  were  four  regular 
courses  with  as  many  degrees;  Agri- 
cultural (B.  S.  A.)  Science  (B.  S.)

to  the  expenneit  station  of  the 
college.  Again  Congress  in  1S9 
made  a  grant  of  money  to  the  sti 
for  the  more  complete  endowment/of 
colleges  for  the  benefit  of  AgricultdVe 
and  Mechanic.

This 
averages  $8,000  per  annum  In  i8f  7 
the  State  appropriated  $12,500  for 
technical  appliances,  and  in  the  same 
year  Congress  in  consideration  of  the 
valuable  work  of  the  "land  grant" 
colleges  appropriated  #15,000  annually 
to  the  experiueit  station  of  the 
ciJllega.  Again  Congress  in  189a 
made  a  grant  of  money  to  the  staie 
for  the  more  complete  endowment/of 
colleges  for  the  benefit  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanic.  This  amounts  \p 
#15,000  with  an  annual  increase'  (fronr 
1890)  of  $1,000  for  ten  years,  and 
therefore  a  total  of  #25,000  per  annum 
An  annual  income  of  $15,000  is  d 
rived  from  the  incidental  fees.  The 
total  income  per  annum  is  abo\it 
#65,000. 

On  June  24,  1887,  the  main  college1 
building  with  its  entire;  equipments, 
notably  the  Museum  was  destroyed/ 
bv  fire.  This  was  a  severe  hbss  to  thi 
College,  but  in  1 888,  with  the  prcA 
ceeds  of  the  insurance  and  an-  appr< 
priation  from  the  State,  the  present 
magnificent  building  was  erected  at  a 
total  cost  of  #80,000. 

Langdon  Hall,  named  in  bono!  of 
the  lata  C.  C.  Langdon  of  Mobile,Yas 
built  in  1884. 

.  The  chemical  laboratory  was  built 
and  th'e  experiment  station  organized 
in  1888.  The  farm  contains  226 
acres. 

The  whole  number  of  graduates 
to  date  is  328. 

The  number  of  professors  is/  14, 
instructors  11.  Matriculates  tc/date 
254,  more  at  this  time  of  the  session 
than  ever  before.
